1. No outdoor school-sponsored events will be allowed during times of “severe weather

warning” as designated by the U.S. Weather Bureau.

2. School and any school event may be cancelled by the Superintendent in the event of

4. The final decision by parents not to send their children to school on days when
weather conditions are questionable will be respected.
5. The Superintendent will keep the Chairman of the School Committee informed of
developments and decisions during days of weather emergencies.
